Unexpected Assignment of Henry Lyon & 
Son, Because of an Attachment Suit. 

To the surprise of the business community an at- 
tachment was issued yesterday afternoon against 
the old, and well-known firm of Henry Lyon & Son, 
wholesale dealers in gent’s furnishing goods, at 514 
Locust street. The attachment was sued out by 
Auffmordt & Co., of New York, and the amount 
claimed was $1,894 98. This account Lyon & (o. 
did not expect to be called upon to meet until No 
qember 15th, but an agent of <Auffmordt & Co. 
came on specially from New York, and being re 
fused an immediate settlement he promptly begar 
legal proceedings, claiming that his imstructions 
were imperative. Seeing that Auffmordt & Co. 
meant to press matters, the firm determined to pro- 
tect its creditors equally by making an assignment, 
which was done yesterday after noon about 5 o'clock. 
The deed filed in the booenter’s office shows 
assets to the sworn value of $85,000, ana Mr. Henry 
Lyon has made an additional assignment which 
covers some $12,000 worth of real estate. The queer 
feature in the case was the statement made by Auff- 
mordt & Co.'s agent that his principais were pushing 
things because they had been notified from St. Louis 
that Lyon & Co. were ‘acting suspiciously.” In a 
statement made by Mr. Lyon lagt night. that gentle- 
man said that he had noreasoh % doubt that some 
malicious person in St. Louis, inspired by jaalousy, 
sent such & wessage, but that it was an entirely 
unfounded and false story. The firm will resume 
business at once if allowed to do so by the New York 
creditors, who have all been notified of the action 
taken.

An Intelligent Review of the Recent Race—

Notwithstanding the number of reports réceived 
from the antipodes regarding Hanlan's defeat by 
Beach on the Paramatta River, the sporting men 
who are juterested more particularly in boating and 
aquatics are fore mystified than ever, and the re- 
ports are extremely contradictory regarding the 
causes for and the nature of the defeat.

“The Cauadian has determined to remain in 
Australia for eight or ten months in order to. have 
another match with Beach.

Hanlan. on being asked if he 
would row in six months, positively refused. as he 
did not wish to risk severe training in the summer, 
and he also protested against the match being tee 
except after high water. Ultimately Mr. Deeble 
went for Beach and returned with the champion, 
who refused to make any alteratiOn in the time usu- 
ally chosen for championship matches, viz., between 
4 and 4:30 o’clock. He didn't know how the tide 
would be, but he was willing to take the chance, 
though he seemed to consider that if it were with the 
men it would be in Hanlan’s favor, while if it were 

inst them it would be to his anvantese, 
After a lot of finessing on both sides, it was decided 
that the match should take place on the first Satur- 
day in May, and should be for £500 aside. During 
the discussion Mr. C. Smith, on behalf of T. Clifford, 
offered to match the latter to row either Beach or 
Hanlan over the Championship Course for £500 a 
side, and directly after the preliminaries of the 
Beach and Hanian match were disposed of Hanlan 
expressed his willingness to accept Clifford's chal- 
lenge and row in five months. Clifford's friends at 
once consented auda deposit of £50 was made. 
This rather staggered Beach's friends, who had in- 
tended to take up the gauntlet thrown down by the 
Clifford party. but, being foreastalled they took the 
matter q y.

Cuicaao, October 30.—The Hendricks demonstra- 
tion at Springfield was continued until a late bour. 
The city was brilliantly illuminated, and it is esti- 
mated that there were 15,000 torches in the proces- 
sion at night.

FINE FOOT-BALL,. 


The Record Beaten By the Princeton Team 
ina Game With the Lafayettes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Princeton. N. J. October 30.—The largest score 
ever made on a foot bail field since the adoption of 
the present rules was made here to-day on the Uni- 
versity grounds by the Princeton University eleven 
against Lafayette’s team. It was acknowledged be- 
fore the game that Princeton would win, byt the 
heavy score they made surprised ali the college. 
The game was called at 12:30 by the referee, Alex- 
ander Moffatt, 84,and was begun by Princeton 
dribbling the ball. By a tumble Lafayette secured 
the leather but did not keep it long,-for it was fum- 
bied, and then Baker of Princeton securing it, made 
a fine run, the first of a series of runs made through 
the entire game. In three minutes after the game 
began Baker made the first touch down for Prince- 
tou. A goal was kicked from a place kick by R. 
Hoage. The ball being brought tothe center of the 
field was dgain put on play and Lamar secured it, 
rupning through Lafayette's entire team, and then 
passing it to DeCamp, who made the sccond touch 
down: Fine runs, good passing and tackling now 
gave Princeton the opportunity of making ten more 
touch downs, sevenof which resulted in goals. 
Near the end of the inning Privceton compelled La- 
fayette to touch down for safety. The inning was 


finished with the ball only five yards from Lafay- 
ett’s goal line. Inthe second half the playing was 
sharper on Princeton's side, while the Lafayette 
team seemed worn out. Princeton had the ball 
nearly the whole time, and by fine runs. dodging and 
tackling increased the score. Decamp distin- 
guish himself by arun and some fine dodging, 
while Baker made some long runs. The final score 
was, Princeton, 19 goals from touchdowns, 6 touch- 
downs; Lafayette 1 safety touchdown, or 
140 points to 0 in ,Princeton’s favor, The playing 
was on the whole quick. and sharp. fine in passing 
but poor in blocking.
